SIIEVILLE  FEMALE  COLLEGE  is  conveniently  located  in  a  quiet 
part  of  the  city  of  Asheville.  In  this  respect  no  institution  of  learning  is 
more  blest.  Asheville  is  famous,  not  only  in  America,  but  also  in  Europe, 
for  the  beauty  of  its  scenery  and  the  healthfulness  of  its  climate.  Situated 
in  the  midst  of  the  mountains,  and  occupying  an  undulating  plateau  at  the 
height  of  2,300  feet  above  the  sea,  its  summers  throughout  arc  cool  and  invigora¬ 
ting,  while  the  winters  are  never  too  rigorous  to  be  comfortable  and  healthful.

Pupils  from  the  North  should 
not  go  too  far  South.  Pupils  from  the  South  should  go  far  enough  to  reach  the 
dry  and  highly  tonic  air  of  the  “Land  of  the  Sky.”  No  serious  case  of  sickness 
has  originated  in  the  large  college  family  under  the  present  administration,  reach¬ 
ing  through  ten  years.  No  delicate  girl  has  failed  of  being  built  up  in  health  dur¬ 
ing  attendance  upon  school.  Asheville  has  a  population  of  about  10,000  inhabit¬ 
ants.  The  place  is  fully  abreast  of  the  times,  not  only  in  its  natural  development, 
but  also  in  its  social  and  religious  culture.  Asheville  is  reached  by  railroads  from 
four  directions,  has  tower  electric  lights,  electric  street  railway,  is  furnished  with 
water  from  the  Swannanoa  river — “Nymph  of  Beauty” — which  is  thoroughly  ill-  .

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The  college  campus  comprises  one  entire  square,  the  most  beautiful  in  the  city, 
embracing  seven  acres  of  lovely  grove  and  lawn.  This  is  the  exclusive  do¬ 
main  of  the  pupils,  where  they  exercise  and  amuse  themselves  with  perfect 
liberty.  The  magnificent  buildings  which  were  erected  last  year  at  a  cost  of 
more  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  have  been  occupied  since  December,  18SS, 
and  are  in  every  way  adapted  to  the  comfort  of  pupils.  They  contain,  under  one' 
roof,  Study  and  Class  Rooms,  a  magnificent  Chapel,  Library,  Literary  and  Mis¬ 
sionary  Halls,  Studio  and  Art  Gallery  (sky  lighted),  Museum,  Dining  Hall  and 
Bathrooms,  Double  Parlors,  and  Sleeping  Chambers  for  Family,  Faculty  and  one 
hundred  and  thirty  pupils — two  pupils  to  a  room.  The  building  is  heated  by  the 
best  steam  heater  throughout  both  halls  and  sleeping  apartments.  The  sleeping 
rooms  are  furnished  with  open  grates  also,  to  be  used  in  case  they  are  preferred. 
The  house  has  680  feet  of  verandas.  The  observatory  is  eighty-five  feet  high  and 
affords  delightful  views  of  the  city  and  of  the  adjacent  country  for  more  than 
twenty  miles. 


r  There  are  near  the  College  two  large  and  conveniently  arranged  greenhouses, 
well  stocked  with  many  kinds  of  plants.  These  furnish  a  place  of  pleasura¬ 
ble  and  profitable  recreation  to  young  ladies,  and  are  also  of  great  assistance 
to  pupils  in  the  study  of  Botany.  It  furnishes  in  the  study  of  Botany  that  which 
in  all  the  sciences  is  of  supreme  importance,  viz  :  The  opportunity  of  continued 
and  well-directed  observation.  Here  are  on  exhibition,  not  only  a  varied  and  val¬ 
uable  assortment  of  the  flowering  plants  of  our  own  country,  but  also  from  many 
foreign  climes.  The  greenhouses  are  especially  valuable  in  cultivating  in  young 
ladies  a  love  of  flowers  and  in  making  pupils  familiar  with  the  names,  habits  and 
wants  of  those  flowers  which  ought,  in  after-life,  to  adorn  their  homes.

The  uniform  worn  in  fall  and  winter  by  all  pupils,  except  such  as  are  in  mourn¬ 
ing,  is  of  black  cashmere  made  in  whatever  style  the  pupil  may  prefer. 

Pupils  furnish  their  own  towels  ;  and  it  is  advised  that  each  pupil  bring  with  her 
a  napkin  ring  and  one  dozen  napkins  ;  also  one  spoon  for  use  in  room. 

Pupils  pay  for  their  washing,  which  does  not  exceed  one  dollar  per  month,  and 
lights. 

The  fare  is  excellent,  and  the  pupils  eat  at  various  tables  in  the  same  dining  room 
with  the  President,  Family  and  Faculty. 

All  the  rooms  are  furnished  alike. 

The  building  is  lighted  with  gas  and  has  water  on  every  floor. 

Young  ladies  may  have  rooms  heated  with  steam  radiators  or  open  grates. 

Servants’  attendance  and  fuel  are  included  in  the  charges  for  board,  as  given  else¬ 
where. 

A  liberal  discount  is  given  when  two  pupils  come  from  the  same  family,  or  when 
the  bills  for  the  year  are  paid  in  advance. 

The  cost  of  any  special  course  will  be  given  on  application. 

There  is  no  handsomer  or  more  elegant  school  home  for  young  ladies  in  the  South.

With  the  improved  facilities  of  your  elegant  new  building  I  cannot  well  imagine,  for 
a  young  lady  who  desires  to  study,  a  home  more  delightfully  situated,  more  healthful,  or  one  where  she  can  find  better  instruction.  I  hope  to  be 
able  to  place  my  younger  daughter  with  you  again  next  school  year.”
